The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Club  Annual 
shall  take  place  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  ^^""^^" 
February,  for  the  purpose  of  electing,  by 
ballot,  the  Committee  of  Management,  ap- 
pointing an  Auditor  for  the  succeeding  year, 
and  for  general  business;  at  which  meeting 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to 
present  a  Report  and  detailed  statement  of 
the  accounts,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
Club  for  the  past  year,  such  report  having 
been  first  passed  by  the  Auditor;  also  an 
estimate  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
the  current  year;  which  Report  and  esti- 
mate shall  be  posted  in  the  Club  for  the 
inspection  of  the  members  at  least  one  week 
before  such  Annual  Meeting.  Notices  of 
motion  to  be  brought  up  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  shall  be  left  with  the  Secretary, 
and  posted  at  least  seven  days  before  such 
meeting  in  the  Club.

The  Secretary  shall  summon  a  Special 
Meeting  at  any  time,  on  receiving  directions 
from  the  Committee  of  Management,  or  on 
a  requisition  to  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence,  to  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
signed  by  not  less  than  ten  members.  In 
all  such  cases  there  must  be  at  least  seven 
days'  notice  of  meeting  posted  up  in  the 
Club,  which  notice  shall  state  the  obejct  of 
the  meeting, and  no  subject  will  be  discussed 
beyond  that  specified  in  the  notice,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify 
qualified  members  o^'  all  General  or  Special 
Meetings  by  postal  card  or  circular.

money  by  way  of  loan  on  Mortgage  or  Deben- 
tures, Election  or  Expulsion  of  Members, 
and  Annual  Election  of  Officers.  Four  shall 
form  a  quorum.

The    Committee    of    Management,    at   a  Committee 
Special  Meeting  of  that  body  to  be  called  vacancies. 
for  that  purpose,  of  which  meeting  at   least 
three  clear  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  are 
empowered  to  fill  up  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur  during  the  year  in  their  own  number.

He  shall  discharge  all  duties 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Committee  of  Man- 
agement, shall  be  paid  such  salary  as  the 
Committee  of  Management  may  decide, 
shall  be  an  ex -officio  member  of  the  Club 
durmg  his  term  of  office  and  hold  office 
during  pleasure.

Each  candidate  for  admission  shall  be  pro-, 
posed  by  one  member,  and  seconded  by 
another,  by  a  proposal  in  writing,  stating  the 
candidate's  usual  residence,  rank,  profession, 
or  other  description,  and  signed  by  both 
mover  and  seconder,  and  such  candidate 
shall  be  balloted  for  after  the  lapse  of  one 
week  from  the  time  of  such  proposal,  pro- 
vided the  names  of  the  candidate,  and  his 
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proposer  and  seconder  have  been  posted  in 
the  Club,  under  the  hand  of  the  Secretary, 
at  least  one  week  before  the  day  of  ballot. 
No  ballot  shall  be  valid  unless  fourteen  mem- 
bers actually  ballot,  and  one  black  ball  in 
seven  shall  exclude.  No  candidate  who  shall 
have  been  rejected  shall  be  eligible  to  be  pro- 
posed again  within  twelve  months.  No  per- 
son shall  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  Clnb 
unless  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years.

The  ballot  shall  take  place  between  the 
hours  of  10  a. m.  and  8  p.m.  The  Secretary 
shall  provide  ballots  with  names  of  candidates 
thereon,  and  enclosed  in  envelopes  with 
instructions  for  voting  endorsed.  Ballots  are 
to  be  marked  as  follows:  A  cross  X  opposite 
the  candidate's  name,  to  indicate  admission; 
a  cipher  O  to  indicate  exclusion.  Ballots 
not  marked  will  not  be  counted.  Each 
member  voting  shall  enter  his  name  on  a 
paper  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and 
deposit  his  ballot  in  the  ballot  box.

The  Secretary  and  one  member  of  the 
Committee,  or  in  his  absence  two  members 
of  the  Committee,  shall  open  the  ballot  box 
and  declare  the  result.
